COMET'S POISONOUS TAIL. 


Yerkes Observatory Finds Cyanogen In 
Spectrum of Hailey's Comet. 
Although astronom ers at the H a r­ 
vard observatory at Boston have not 
yet m ade a photographic spectrum of 
H ailey’s comet, which is rapidly a p ­ 
proaching the earth, a telegram recent­ 
ly received by them from the Yerkes 
observatory states th at spectra of the 
comet obtained by the director and 
his assistants show’ very prom inent 
cyanogen bands. 
Cyanogen is a very deadly poison, a 
grain c f its potassium salt touched o 
tile tongue boing sufficient to cause 
in stan t death. 
In 
tho uncombined 
state it is a bluish gas very similar 
in its chemical behavior to chlorine 
and extrem ely poisonous. 
It is c h a r­ 
acterized by an odor sim ilar to th a t of 
almonds. 
The fact th at cyanogen is 
present in the com et lins been com ­ 
m unicated to Camille Fiainm nrion and 
m any other astronom ers and is caus­ 
ing much discussion as to tho probable 
effect on the earth should it pass 
through the com et’s tail 
Professor 
Flam m arion is of th e opinion th a t the 
cyanogen gas would im pregnate tho 
atm osphere and possibly snuff c u t ’nil 
life on tin' planet. 
Only once, as fa r as known, lins tho 
earth passed directly through the tail 
of a comet, and a t th a t time no un­ 
usual phenomena w ere noticed except 
th a t there were ab u n d an t show ers of 
meteors.

Aeroplanes for use in rural free de­ 
livery was the plan advocated the oth­ 
er night by Wilbur R. Kimball in a 
lecture on aeronautics at the West 
Side Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion in New York city. 
“There has been a remarkable devel­ 
opment within the last few mouths in 
aeroplanes,” said Mr. Kimball, “and 
today their practicability bas been ful­ 
ly established. 
There is no reason 
now why the aeroplane should not be 
used in delivering mail in the rural 
free delivery system. 
“The government lias gone to great 
expense to establish our present rural 
free delivery, but it is subject to de­ 
lays, especially in the winter months, 
because of the storms which make bad 
roads. 
With the aeroplane, however. 
the farm er’s hard earned free delivery 
would be above poor roads. 
Ills mail 
would be dropped In front of his door 
In a little leather pouch from Hie aerial

wagon, which 
would then 
speed on to the next farmhouse to 
deliver its packet. 
“Mall could also be collected by areo- 
plane mail wagons In the rural dis­ 
tricts with nu arrangement by which 
the aerial chauffeur could lower a 
hook and catch up packets of mall.’’

New York Central Buys Rundown 


Property For Demonstration. 


INCREASED YIELD ITS OBJECT 


Practical Experiments to Be Made on 


a Fa rm at West Bergen, N. Y.— Crops

Brown, president of the New York 
Central; James J. Hill and other rail­ 
road men have been foremost among 
the advocates of the movement for 
the Increase of the yield of farm prod 
nets. which would alike increase the 
profits of the farmer and decrease the 
cost of living. 
The raising of potatoes will Plus 
trate what is sought to be accomplish­ 
ed. 
The average yield an acre in New 
York state is 85 bushels, and in tier- 
many, Belgium and (ireat Britain it 
is 250 bushels. 
Experiments in New 
York state have shown it is possible 
to increase the yield to 300 and 350 
bushels an acre, hut if the yield could 
have been increased to 225 bushels 
on the crop of 1008 more than $52.- 
000,00<> would have been added to the 
bank accounts of the fanners. 


T o Build Up Rundown Farm s. 
The first farm property obtained I*y 
the railroad is in Monroe county, a few 
rods from the station at West Bergen. 
It is a so called rundown farm, and 
it is proposed to show by practical ex­ 
ample how. with a reasonable expend! 
lure, by fertilization and intelligent 
cultivation the farm can be made prof­ 
itable. 
There will lit* nothing like a 
scientific experimental farm, but com­ 
mon sense methods will be employed, 
and th** co-operation of the farmers of 
the neighborhood is invited. 
'I Ids is one of three farms which the 
railroad will establish. 
One will lie in 
the Mohawk valley and the third will 
be on tin* western slope of the Adiron­ 
dack-. 
When the farms are developed 
to the highest degree of efficiency they 
will be sold and tin* railroad will shirt 
in to build up other rundown farms. 
T. Ii 
Martin of West Bush, N. Y.t 
will have charge of the Central’s new 
enterprise. 
He is ti practical farmer, 
and when he took his Genesee valley 
farm several years ago it was yielding 
sixty bushels of potatoes an acre. 
By 
common sense methods he brought the 
yield t** 300 bushels. 
The farms will 
be put in charge of practical farmers, 
if possible those who have taken one 
or tv > courses in agricultural colleges. 


F o u r C ro p s to Be D ev elo p ed . 
On the West Bergen farm, which is 
a “I**- than average*' farm, efforts will 
lie concentrated to develop its four 
present crops potatoes, cabbage, alfal­ 
fa aud wheat. 
Experiments will be 
conducted with and without fertilizers 
and spraying, so as to show the great 
est p 
dbie cash yield in proportion ta 
act ital expenditure. 
I in* 
railroad 
company 
is anxious 
that the experiment shall not he re­ 
garded as faddish or extravagant, an i 
the expenditures will la* within reach 
o f the average farmer. 
The purpose 
of the railroads is to point the way to 
the farmers of the particular section 
in which the demonstration farms are 
located. 
Neither does tile railroad com­ 
pany assume that it is inspired by tin 
altruistic motive in making this test. 


May Be Tried by Other Lines. 
“Prosperous farmers along our lines 
would mean Increased traffic," said Mr. 
Brown in discussing the new plan. 
“There is no altruism about that. 
It 
means that it is good business for the 
railroad to do all it eau to Increase the 
products of the farm and better farm­ 
ing conditions. 
If the railroad 
by 
moderate expense and 
thought can 
make these conditions radically better 


for the farmer it 
is plainly 
in its 
own interest to do so. 
That is why 
we have planned the three farm sta­ 
tions in New York state. 
Mr. Brown admits that he is an en­ 
thusiast on the subject and believes 
that the movement will be continent 
wide in its scope. 
The results of tin* 
experiments will lie carefully watched 
and tabulated, aud if tin* results are 
at all like what the railroad antici­ 
pates it is believed that other lines in 
all parts of the United States will take 
tip the work as a practical business 
plan for Increasing traffic. 
The experiment is cif particular in­ 
terest to all tile people now in view 
of the agitation over the present high 
price of food. 
Experts have* declare*! 
that the most reasonable remedy and 
perhaps the only one for the high 
prices is tin* Increase in the production 
of agricultural products, and as there 
is
